Number of Foods Carried. 


The number of foods that can be 


easily carried has been enlarged of 
late by the possibility of using parnflln 
paper and parchment [taper, In which 
moist foods can be wrapped so as to 
prevent them from sticking to other 
foods. 
Paper cups, jelly glasses and 


so on, are also a help, for In them 
sliced raw fruits, slewed fruits, cus- 
tards, cottage cheese and other half- 
solid foods can he carried. 


The quality of the bread used In the 


basket lunch Is especially Important 
because It Is commonly served In the 
form of sandwiches and Is, therefore, 
to bp considered not only as a food In 
Itself but also as a means of keeping 
other much-needed foods In good and 
appetl/.lnR condition, or 
of serving 


them In attractive ways. 


Variety In breads, too, Is more Im- 


portant at this than at other meals 
because of the danger of, monotony. 
Wheat broad, whole-wheat bread, corn, 
rye, or oatmeal breads; nut, raisin, 
and date breads; beaten biscuit, rolls, 
crisp baking-powder biscuit, or soda 
biscuit, and toast, '/,wlel.wck and crack- 
ers may be used In turn to give variety. 
Kolls hollowed out can be made to 
hold a large amount of sandwich fill- 
ing, which Is an advantage at times. 


Advantage of Boxes. 


Many kinds of lunch boxes, palls, 


and biiflkol.s are now on tho market. 
The chief advantage of most boxes and 
palls Is Hint they are made of metal 
nnd can, therefore, be easily cleaned 
and scalded to keep them In safe con- 
dition. 
Some boxes have the advan- 


tage over palls that they can be folded 
M'hen empty and strapped with the 
school books. 
Ha.skets are ventilated 


and for this reason suitable for carry- 
Ing moist foods which are likely to 
spoil. 
There Is no reason, however, 


why small .holes cannot be punched In 
metal boxes or palls to let in the air. 
Uaskets can, of course, be washed or 
scalded, but not so easily as metal

Except in extreme northern sections, 
or for breeds of fowls having very 
large combs, It Is no longer consid- 
ered necessary to build houses so sub- 
stantially that when they are closed 
the cold is excluded and Hie reinneni 
ture In the house appreciably raised by 
the heat from the bodies of the birds. 


Tight, Warm Houses. 


The system of tight, warm houses, 


once very popular, was based upon the 
idea that to have hens lay In cold 
weather they must be kept, in houses 
where water would never freeze. 
The 


methods of housing now most: widely 
approved and used are based upon the 
experience of many poultry keepers 
that egg production is more stable and 
the hens keep lu much better condi- 
tion when the house is built and used 
with a view to giving all the fresh 
air that can be given without exposing 
the birds to n temperature that will 
frost their combs. 
It has been found 


that the combs of hens accustomed 
to low temperatures become frost re- 
sistant to a remarkable degree, and 
the birds themselves much less sub- 
ject to colds Dint) when an effort Is 
made to keep the houses as warm as 
Is practicable. 


Light Durable House. 


Except when the winters are Umg 


and severe, hens may be kept com- 
fortable and productive in a bouse of 
the lightest durable construction, pro- 
vided tho house has water-tight and 
wind-tight roof, rear wall 
and

walls, und a front which can he opened 
as much as is" necessary to give thor- 
ough ventilation, or closed as much as 
is necessary to keep out rain or snow. 


For ventilation In summer it Is ad- 


vlaable and often necessary to have

problems for the mother who is eager 
to provide a wholesome noon repast for 
her school kiddles. Almost always thn 
school lunch Is a hurriedly arranged 
Item among the mother's early morn- 
Itig duties, and it Is sometimes difficult 
to give this meal the attention it de- 
serves. 


War's 
food conservation problems 


hnve not helped 
in the matter of 


school-lunch preparation, but if any of 
the family is entitled to some Immun- 
ity to food regulations, It is the grow- 
ing child who eats one of his meals 
away from home each school dfiy. 
In 


the opinion of the food experts of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, skimping meals for the young- 
sters is not a necessary wnr measure 
.nnd Is Inadvisable. 
The food special- 


ists have discussed in a publication of 
the 
department 
of agriculture 
the 


foods that should mnke up the school 
lunch, the preparation nncl packing of 
lunches, nnd serving lunches partly o 
wholly prepnrni'l nt schools. Some sug 
gostod hills of 
fare 
for the haskc 


lunch are given In another column. 


Number of Foods Carried. 


The number of Cootls that can be 


easily carried has been enlarged of 
late by the possibility of using pnrnmt 
paper and parchment paper, in whicl 
moist foods cfin he wrapped so as to 
prevent them from sticking to other 
foods. 
Paper cups, jelly glasses ant 


so on, are also a help, for in them 
sliced raw fruits, stewed fruits, cus- 
tards, cottage cheese and other half- 
solid foods can be carried. 


The quality of the bread used in the 


basket lunch is especially Important 
because it is commonly served In the 
form of sandwiches and Is, therefore, 
to be considered uot only as a food in 
Itself but also as n means of keeping 
other much-needed foods in good and 
appetizing condition, or of serving 
thorn In attractive ways. 


Variety In breads, too, ,1s more Im- 


portant at this than at other meals 
because of the danger oC, monotony. 
Wheat breiicl, whole-wheat bread, corn, 
rye, or oatmeal breads; nut. raisin, 
and date broads; beaten biscuit, rolls, 
.crisp baking-powder biscuit, or soda 
biscuit, und tonst, zwieback iinci crack- 
ers rnay'hp used In turn to give variety. 
Rolls hollowed out can be made to 
hold a large amount of sandwich flll- 
Ing, which Is an advantage'at times. 


Advantage of Boxes. 


Many kinds of lunch boxes, palls, 


and baskets are now on the market. 
The chief advantage of most boxes and 
pnils Is thnt ttiey ore made of metal 
and can, therefore, be easily cleaned 
nnd scalded to keep tliein in safe con- 
dition. 
Some boxes have the advan- 


tage over pails that they can be folded 
when empty and strapped 
with the 


school books. Baskets are ventilated 
and for this reason suitable for carry- 
Ing moist foods which are likely to 
spoil. 
There Is no reason, however, 


why small holes caunot be punched in 
metal boxes or pails to let in the air. 
Baskets can, of course, be washed or 
scalded, but not so easily as metal 


containers, and they should be fre- 
quently cleansed. 
There should, in 


fact, be no part of any food container 
that cannot be cleaned. For thi.s rea- 
son the simplest boxes and baskets are 
often better than the more elaborate 
ones with compartments in which to 
keep dishes, knives, fortes and spoons. 
SV'itli the increase In automobile travel, 
well-constructed 
boxes and baskets 


which can'be easily cleaned have come 
on the market with compartments for 
keeping food hot or cold and for hold- 
ing liquids. These are, of course, suit- 
able only for children who ride back 
and forth, and particularly suitable 
where several lunches are put up in 
one household.

Modern methods of poultry housln 


make due allowance for tho capacity 
of domestic birds to withstand low 
temperature and for the advantage of 
ample ventilation In the poultry house. 
Except in extreme northern sections, 
or for breeds of fowls having very 
large combs, It Is no longer consid- 
ered necessary to build houses so sub- 
stantially that when they are closed 
the cold is excluded and the tempera- 
ture in the house appreciably raised by 
the heat from the bodies of the birds. 


Tight, Warm Houses. 


The system of tight, warm houses, 


once very popular, was based upon the 
Idea that to have hens lay In cold 
weather they must be kept In houses 
where water would never freeze. 
The 


methods of housing now most widely 
approved and used are based upon the 
experience of many poultry keepers 
that egg production is tnoro stable and 
the hens keep in much better condi- 
tion when the house is built and used 
with a view to giving all the fresh 
air that can be given without exposing 
the birds to a temperature that will 
frost their combs. 
It has been found 


that the combs of hens accustomed 
to low temperatures become frost re- 
sistant to a remarkable degree, and 
the birds themselves much less sub- 
ject to colds t!j«u when an effort Is 
made to keep the houses us warm as 
is practicable. 


Liflht Durable House. 


Except when the winters are long 


and severe, hens may be kept com- 
fortable and productive in a house of 
the lightest durable construction, pro- 
vided the house has water-tight and 
wind-tight roof, rear wall 
nnd end 


walls, ajid a front which can be opened 
as much as is" necessary to give thor- 
ough ventilation, or closed as much as 
is necessary to keep out rain or snow. 


For ventilation in summer Ir. is ad- 


visable and often necessary to have 
apertures In the rear wall, or In the 
ends, toward the rear, which can bp 
closed perfectly tight In winter and 


opened as much as required ut other 
seasons.

Statistician Refutes Statements That 


War Is Causing Heavy Loss 


Among Allies, 


Pittsburgh.—Edward A. Woods, life 


insurance expert ami statistician, after 
mi exhaustive study of mortality In 
tho present war, has compiled statis- 
tics to refute the widely circulated 
statements that the war is causing a 
frightful loss of life on the side of the 
allies. 


"Timely nnd scientific medlcnl treat- 


ment has reduced the rate of mortal 
Ity In the present war to H lower per- 
centage than that of all grout wars," 
says Mr, Woods. 


"More than 00 per cent of the sol- 


diers put under tho care of physicians 
and surgeons have been able to return 
to the firing lino. 


"An American soldier, twenty years 


of age, who Is now in the trenches, hns 
the same chance of being alire at the 
end of the war, If it lasts a year or so 
longer, as a man of sixty In civil life 
has of living the same length of time."

IIE history of the Ukrainian question 
dates from the middle of the seven- 
teenth century, that Is, the time of 
the great Ukrainian revolution of 


1G48, 
which had given a glaring pub-' 


liclty to the problem und caused at 
the same time the partition of the 
Ukraine between the Muscovite em- 
pire and the kingdom of Poland. 
From that day began the decadence of 


national Ukrainian life. 
About the middle of the 


sixteenth century Ukrainian life had lost much 
of Its strength. The aristocracy, deprived of any 
participation In politics, was forced to submit to 
the paramount race (Poles and Lithuanians), 
while the middle classes were subjected to every 
kind of vexation. 


The peasant had lost the right (o possess either 


house or land. He had become a serf. 
Numer- 


ous'taxes weighed him down till he was a mere 
accessory of the earth. 
The Orthodox church, 


which in those times was the representative of 
the nation, had become dependent upon a govern- 
ment as ill-disposed.toward 1C as to the peasants. 
It underwent a crisis which nearly brought about 
Its dissolution. 
Up to this period Lithuanian 


Ukraine had progressed slowly, but from ihe 
middle of the sixteenth century It progressed 
more rapidly under the Influence of the Polish 
Institutions. 
Moreover, about 
IfiOO, nearly all 


the districts of Lithuanian Ukraine were taken 
from Its rule and simply annexed to the Polish 
republic. 
They were Volhynia, Eastern Podolla, 


Podlachje 
(the 
western 
Bug 
district), 
and 


Kyjever. 
The Polish aristocracy came In num- 


bers to reside In Its new territory, the Ukrainian 
aristocracy became Influenced by Iho Poles, and 
the Individual life of Iho Ukraine ceased to exist. 


This did not take place without a reaction and 


n desire for n nufionaJ renaissance. 
Having re- 


gard to the special circumstances 
In western 


Ukraine, where the aristocracy in particular bud 
been nearly demolished, one will see that the 
Intellectual and national regeneration could not 
hope to succeed In the long run. 
It found sup- 


port, however, In a new social and political fac- 
tor which at this critical moment appeared In 
eastern Ukraine, that is to say, tho Cossacks. 


The Cossacks did not hesitate to proclaim the 


immunity from all jurisdiction, all foreign suzer- 
ainty, all (axes, and all personal service of those 
who submitted to the power and jurisdiction of 
the Zaporogue (Cossack) army. Thus they drew 
toward • tlicm an enormous number of peasants, 
who at the ond of the sixteenth century were 
leaving western and northern Ukraine for tho 
cn.sl: In order to escape !hc heavy burdens of 
serfdom. 
About 
IfiOO the Cossacks came into 


conflict with the Polish government, and their 
disagreements grew more serious as lime went on. 
Each struggle Inspired fresh' energy In the Uk- 
rulninns, till at last prolonged reprisals (1(138-47) 
!c>d to a revolution. In 1W8 the people rose, led 
b.v Bohdan Climlelnltzky. 


The Polish army was beaten, and Iba rising 


Spread over the Ukraine, even to the distant re- 
gions of the west. 3n spite of the number of In- 
surgents, who totaled about 800,000 men at the 
beginning of the war In 1048, their leaders did not 
consider the liberation of the people possible by 


t.he 
means at their disposal. 
Chmlelnltzky hesi- 


tated between two methods. 
The one was to 


create a federation of the orthodox states, Mus- 
covy, Ukraine, Moldavia, and the Slavs of the 
Balkans. This alliance would have been directed 
against 
Poland and Turkey. 
Several reasons, 


nnd above all the weakness of the Turkish gov- 
ernment, inclined Chmlclnluky to decide for Mus- 
covy. 
For some time Muscovy had not dared to 


accept the protectorate of the Ukraine. It feared 
war with Poland and remembered the cruel de- 
feats which that nation had inflicted at the be- 
ginning of the seventeenth century. 
Not till 1053 


did Mlscovy decide to extend its protection to the 
Cossack jinny and to (he Ukraine b.v committing 
Itself to war with Poland, In March, 1G54, the 
treaty was signed bearing the name, "Articles of 
Bohdan Ohmielnltx.ky;" therein was defined the 
position of the Ukraine to Muscovy. 


From the moment the Empress Catherine came 


to the throne the days of the Ukrainian autonomy 
were, however, over. 


In 3772, when Poland1 was first divided up, west- 


ern Ukraine, now eastern Galiciii, became part 
of the Hapsburg kingdom in virtue of certain 
1'onff-stnntiliig claims of the Hungarian crown to 
this country. 
Some years later, Bukowlna (the 


present 
region), 
which 
formerly 
belonged 
to 


Moldavia, was added 
to it. 
This passing of. 


western Ukraine Into the rule of Austria awoke 
a new national fervor In 'the country. 
Insignifi- 


cant as were In reality the reforms brought about, 
Ihis attitude nevertheless created a deep impres- 
sion upon the Ukrainian population, which once 
again enjoyod a sense of nationality and lost the 
feeling of despair with which It was stricken 
during the later years of Polish supremacy. Even 
fter the Austrian government, under the Influ- 
nce of the Polish aristocracy, had characterized 
Its Ukrainian policy by a strongly reactionary 
feeling, the energy of the national movement was 
not completely dissipated. 


Oa flie other luiiiil, the 
Ukrainian territory 


which hud fallen to the share of Russian rule on 
the partition of Poland hud no cause to look for 
any revival of nationalist aspirations. The rigor 
with which the Polish or Polonlzed aristocracy 
ruled the Ukrainian peasantry became now more 
merciless still, supported us the Poles were by 
the authority of Russia. 


The longing 'to see the old constitution restored 


nmde Itself manifest from time to time, especially 
on such occasions as the Russian 
government 


sought to recruit the Cossack 
militia in 
the 


Ukraine. 


The study of ethnography, and dialects, the re- 


searches Into the life of the people, the renais- 
sance of the Ukrainian language and literature, 
such as we see at the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and especially in the first half of the nine- 
teenth century, brought together the intellectual 
classes. 
, 
Under the influences of which wfe have just 


spoken, and thanks to the Ideals Imported from 
western 
Europe, 
Ukrainian 
political 
thought 


abandoned Its aspirations toward an 
independ- 


ence that was no longer feasible In order to re- 
place them by a mill/able political program. 
The oldest of these programs that was In any 


way rwilixo-d dates from ]S4«. 
It was started 


by tko Ukrainian organization of Kiev, known as 
the Guild of Cyril and Methodius. They desired 
a (leinocrntJc and liberal constitution which would 
abolish privileges and classes and everything in 
fact of a nature to debase tho people. 
Absolute1 


freedom of .speech, of thought, and of religion 
was to be guaranteed. Actually all (his practical 
activity was killed at birth. 
For, In the year 


1847 one of :the students Informed on OH- leaders 
and denounced them, with the result that they 
were arrested and condemned. 
This repression 


put n stop to any development of political thought 
in the Ukraine, now that the most talented and 
active leaders were reduced to fillence. When 
they returned from their exile find assumed their 
patriotic task, circumstances, such as the sup- 
pression of serfdom In Russia and tho ameliora- 
tion of the lot: of the peasantry, compelled them 
to labor chiefly for the comfort of the peasants. 
They, were occupied In teaching the agricultural 
classes and In- educational work of various kinds 
as well ns In creating a popular literature, etc. 


In spite of such moderation 
in thought, the 


Russian government regarded this activity -with 
an unfavorable eye, because at tho outset it hated 
any national Ukrainian movement, however mod- 
erate It, might be. 
Moscow held strongly to the 


doctrine of "the unity of the Kusslan people." • 
Moreover, It regarded as dangerous any desire 
to establish a separate Ukrainian literature and 
any endeavor to awaken national feeling In this 
unfortunate race. For these several reasons then, 
the activities of the Ukrainians of Kiev were sup- 
pressed, no matter how modest or how politically 
innocent they might be. 
Any establishments or 


organizations where Ukrainian scientific workers 
congregated were forbidden, ami In the spring of 
1870 the celebrated ukase appeared determining 
the fate of the movement for many years. This 
ukase forbade the publishing In Ukrainian of 
any work other than those of a historical or lit- 
erary nature, 
! 


The Ukrainian movement, however, was not to 


be extinguished by such coercive measures. The 
educated classes of the Ukraine fought 
Inces- 


santly In Russia for the national movement from 
1880 to 1900, and endeavored to turn to their own 
advantages any possibilities which offered them- 
selves. 
When the movement became no longer 


possible in Russia, it sought an outlet beyond 
the frontier In the territory of Austrian Ukraine. 


The exodus 
of the 
Ukrainians or the di- 


vergence of the national activity toward Austrian 
Ukraine, toward Lemberg, which became a .cen- 
ter for the national life, was weighty with results . 
not only for the Ukrainian movemejit. In Russia, 
but also for the development of Austrian Ukraine 
Itself. . Already, about the year LSOO;; after 
the 


first prohibition of the Ukrainian, language in 
Russia, this event had contributed :ts) the sus- 
tenance of the Ukrainian national life in Austria 
at a very critical moment In the development of 
this section of the subject people, .After 
th'e 


movement had gradually grown weaker in the sec- 
; 


ond quarter of the nineteenth century,' under the 
pressure of the general reactionary movement In 
Galicla, the year 1848 poured a refreshing breath 
over the Ukrainians of Austria. 
The Austrian 


government sought In the Ukrainian population 
something to set off against the Polish revolu-, 
tfonary movement. 
The final liberation of t.he 


serfs, the admission of the moral and political 
rights.of the Ukrainian people (or Ruthenla'ns). • • 
the creation of the first Institution of any Import- 
ance in the domain of culture and politics, the 
nationalization of the schools, the formal promise : 
of a university for Lemberg, the administrative 
separation. of the two Gallclas (Ukrainian and 
Polish), which .had been artificially united In 
1772: all these Influences assisted the birth of a 


new era in the life of (he Austrian Ukraine. 
But 


these years (hat were so full of hope soon passed. 
to be followed in their turn by the reaction of 
ISfH), which brought to tho Ukrainians of Gnllcia 
the most bitter deceptions. The promises miulo 
were completely forgotten for the most, part, and 
the Ukrainians of (.'allcla, after having aided tho 
Austrian government in its combat against tho 
rising of ihe Polish aristocracy, were left to tho 
unscrupulous rule of these snmc nobles,

passed once again in the year ISfiO.

the Kaiser's Troops Push To- 


ward the Somme by Sheer 


Force of Numbers. 


London.—Details of the first week 


of the great battle In France show 
that, while the fighting has be^n more 
severe than In any previous offensive, 
there has been no cause for pessimism. 


The German losses have been ter- 


rific, probably 250.000 casualties hav- 
ing been suffered by the kaiser's hosts. 
At such cost they won less than one- 
third of the ground on which they had 
counted. 
The morale of the British 


troops has been perfect throughout 
and they have fought ma.gniflcently. 


Million Germans in Action. 


These facts stand out: 
Tt is known that at least 1,000,000 


Germans wore engaged on the whole 
front of attack. 
In the Somme urea 


nor less than 52 army divisions, were 
identified. 
The British line suffered 


Its 
most severe 
buffeting 
In 
this 


strelch. but wan firm everywhere. 


The Germans believed that a loss 


of 500.000 would be a chnnp price for 


creRH In the west, hut with a loss 


already of 250,000 there is no pros- 
pect of thrir attaining the victory they 
seek. 


They regained all the ground lost In 


the Cambrai battle and have taken 
hack sections of the territory taken 
from tlir-in in the Somme offensive of 
last year. 


The fighting was not by any mpnns 


a. continual 
Gorman, advance. 
The 


British counter-attacked 
henvily and 


fought for every foot of ground. 


Details of the Fighting. 


Tn one battle on the extreme left 


the Germans employed nnt loss than 
n i n n divisions in nn effort to break 
through. 
For three days the three 


British divisions held them at bay. 
Finally, under weight of numbers, the 
British retired behind the line marked 
by the ruined villages of Bullecourt, 
Kast Nogueil and Ooiselles. 


Tlin next morning the Germans re- 


newod the attack, striking northward 
from .'Fontainellrs and Crojselles and 
westward from Olierlssy. They drove 
in mass formation, wave after wave, 
toward the heights between Henin-sur- 
Cojnul to Henin hill. 


Two hours of drum fire, in whicli 


gas and 
high-explosive shells were 


mingled, preceded the infantry attack. 
From eight o'clock in the morning un- 
til noon continuous waves of gray-clad 
troops stormed ,the heights. 


British machine guns posted on the 


ridge swept down line after line of 
Germans. By three o'clock In the aft- 
ernoon the Teutons had succeeded In 
pressing past Henin hill on both sides 
and threatened to cut off the machine 
gunners posted on the crests. 
Not 


until Hicn did the latter retire and re- 
join the main British force. 


Similar flghting was going on at the 


same time on the right wing. Tremen- 
dous pressure was brought to bear 
around St. T^eger, Vaux and Vrau- 
court. 
Tt lasted all day. 


At times under Hie German blows . 


the British line sagged heavily, but at 
no point did it give way. 


Desperate Defense of Vaulx. 


A bitter battle was fought for pos- 


session of Vaulx, but British machine 
gunners posted in the ruins of the 
village hold the Germans at bay. A 
ruined factory served as a fortress 
despite the shelling to which it was 
subjected. 


Not until late in the afternoon was 


It impossible for the British, to hold 
the town longer. 
Even then the re- 


treat only went for a thousand yards. 
The British rear guard fought every 
step of the way, and, returning to the 
main 
body, 
a 
counter-attack 
was 


launched against thr. Germans in pos- 
session of Vaulx and the village was 
regained. 
f 


The 
fighting 
continued all night. 


Finally Vaulx had to be abandoned' 
before heavy night attacks, but only 
because German forces had. 'pushed 
past further up the line and were 
driving to the attack of Mory. 


Another bitter struggle was fought 


around Croiselles. 
At Mory Scottish 


and English troops inflicted 
tremen- 


dous losses on ttie Germans. 


Sunday Battle South of Peronne. 
The fighting Sunday was tremen- 


dous. 
All day long heavy forces of 


Germans endeavored, to force a cross- 
ing of the Somme south of Peronne. 
while further along the line they con- 
centrated 
paurne. 


Repeatedly 
German engineers at- 


tempted 
to throw 
pontoon bridges 


across 
the river. 
On the near-by 


heights British field guns firing prac- 
tically at point range smashed every 
effort. 
On some occasions British in- 


fantry, counter-attacking, dashed into 
the water to fight the Germans. 


With the object of capturing.-TJr- 


villers and "Esslgny, southwest of St. 
Quentln. the Germans employed at. 
least six divisions, or 72,000 men of 
storming troops, the 50th, 45th (re- 
serves)', llth, 88th. 187th -and 23Sth, 
In the proportion of one division to 
every British battalion. The average. 
width of each attack vrns 2,000 yards. 
Ten Tanks Wreak Havoc Amid Foe. 


Passing through TJrvillers, there was 


a bloody struggle-In a chalk-quarry, 
.where many ...German deo.d now- lie. 
After the Germans had come some way 
forward ten British tanks drove into 
them .and shattered some of their bat- 
talions with their machine-gun fire, 
dispersing groups of the advancing 
units. 
. 


The British fought many rear guard 


actions and made numerous counter- 
attacks in the neighborhood of Roisel, 
falling back to the line of the Somme 
only when new masses of 
Germans 


passed through those battalions which 
they had not met and beaten. 


Between Gozeaucourt and EpeplTy 


occurred a most desperate struggle. 
The Germans', attacked in overwhelm- 
,lng strength. 
Their previous bom- 


bardment had had little effect and the 
British 
troops 
had 
suffered 
but 


slightly. 


The weather was misty, and, screen- 


ed by this mist, the Germans were 
on top of the British before the lat- 
ter were aware of it 
In dense for- 


mation they came on, offering excel- 
lent targets. Ground was yielded by 
the British 'only under pressure of 
overwhelming numbers. 


Heroic Deeds of the British. 


"Fighting Saturday 
between Arras 


and Bapaume for possession of the 
heights between the Cojeul and Sen- 
see rivers was especially bitter. Out- 
numbered eight to one, the British 
troops clung to their positions to the 
last. 


In Gauche wood, where Scots and 


South Africans were placed, another 
terrific 
struggle 
ensued. The Ger- 


mans several times managed to reach 
the wood but were repeatedly thrown 
back. 
Their losses in killed were 


especially heavy, as they came on in 
mass, formation. 
Attempt after at- 


tempt was frustrated. 


From a height below Gauche wood 


known as Chapel hill to Epephy three 
German 
divisions and 
parts of a 


fourth were thrown against the Brit- 
ish. 
At one point the enemy was ac- 


tually 
among the 
British advance 


posts before he was discovered. The 
fog thoroughly screened him. 


Waves of Germans flowed past the 


farm and around it, but in the farm 
itself the Leicesters held out, flghting 
and refusing to surrender until every 
man was killed or so severely wounded 
he couid fight no more. 


The 
British 
showed the 
greatest 


strength between Bapaume and Pe- 
ronue and abova Bapaume as far as 
Arras. 
The Germans, however, con- 


cerned with the southern flank, at the 
Franco-British junction point, concen- 
trated their most terrific blows against 
the Peronne-Ham-Chauuy line, relying 
on the necessity of an automatic Brit- 
ish withdrawal in the north if their 
line was bent or broken in the south. 


Bupiiume was an obstacle on the 


northern side, to capture which they 
sacrificed 
thousands 
of 
their 
best 


troops. Rivers of blood were shed for 
the town's possession in a combat that 
lasted 
almost all night, until 
the 


British finally yielded the ruins, after 
having exacted a fearful price. 


Kaiser Orders Jubilation. 


•The kaiser was with Field Marshal 


von Hindeuburg In Peronne surveying 
the bloody fields where thousands of 
his best fighting men were killed or 
maimed before the British finally with- 
drew. The emperor ordered a general 
jubilation 
throughout 
the 
empire, 


rockets and flags and a'holiday for.the 
children being the chief symbols of 
celebration. 
He conferred a gold in- 


laid iron cross on Hindenburg.

HE history of the Ukrainian question

tor which at this critical moment appeared In 
eastern Ukraine, that Is to say, the Cossacks. 


The Cossacks did not hesitate to proclaim the 


Immunity from all jurisdiction, all foreign suzer- 
ainty, all taxes, nnd all personal service of those 
who submitted to the power and jurisdiction of 
the Zaporogue (Cossack) army. Thus they drew 
toward • them an enormous number of peasants,

In 1048 the people rose, led 


by Bohdan Chmielnitzky. 


The Polish army was beaten, and the rising 


spread over the Ukraine, even to the distant re- 
gions of the west. In spite of the number of in- 
surgents, who totaled ahout 300,000 men at the 
beginning of the war in 1648. their leaders did not 
consider the liberation of the people possible by 
the means at their disposal. 
Chmielnitzky hesi- 


tated between two methods. 
The one was to 


create a federation of the orthodox states, Mus- 
covy, Ukraine, Moldavia, and the Slavs of the 
Balkans. This alliance would have been directed 
against Poland and Turkey. 
Several reasons, 


and above all the weakness of the Turkish gov- 
ernment, Inclined Chmielnitzky to decide for Mus- 
covy. 
For some time Muscovy had not dared to 


accept the protectorate of the Ukraine. It feared 
war with Poland and remembered the cruel de- 
feats which that nation had inflicted at the be- 
ginning of the seventeenth century. Not till 1653 
did MIscovy decide to extend its protection to the 
Cossack army and to the Ukraine by committing 
itself to war with Poland. 
In March, 1054, the 


treaty was signed bearing the name, "Articles of 
Bohdan Chmielnitzky;" therein was defined the 
position of the Ukraine to Muscovy. 


From the moment the Empress Catherine came 


to the throne the days of the Ukrainian autonomy 
were, however, over. 
• In 1772, when Poland was first divided up, west- 
ern Ukraine, now eastern Galicia, became part 
of the Hapsburg kingdom in virtue of certain 
long-standing claims of the Hungarian crown to 
this country. 
Some years later, Bukowina (the 


present region), 
which 
formerly 
belonged 
to 


Moldavia, was added to it. 
This passing of 


western Ukraine into the rule of Austria awoke 
a new national fervor In -the country. 
Insignifi- 


cant as were in reality the reforms brought about, 
this attitude nevertheless created a deep impres- 
sion upon the Ukrainian population, which once 
again enjoyed a sense of nationality and lost the 
feeling of despair with which it was stricken 
during the Inter years of Polish supremacy. Even 
ifte'r the Austrian government, under the influ- 
Ince of the Polish aristocracy, had characterized 
its Ukrainian policy by a. strongly reactionary 
feeling, the energy of the national movement was 
not completely dissipated. 


On the other hand, the Ukrainian territory 


which had fallen to the share of Russian rule on 
the partition of Poland had no cause to look for 
any revival of nationalist aspirations. The rigor 
with which the Polish or Polonized aristocracy 
ruled the Ukrainian peasantry Decnme now more 
merciless still, supported as the Poles were by 
the authority of Russia. 


The longing 'to see the old constitution restored 


made Itself manifest -from time to time, especially 
on such occasions as the Russian government 
sought to recruit the Cossack militia in 
the 


Ukraine. . 
.

The study of ethnography, and dialects, the re- 


searches into the life of the people, the renais- 
sance of the Ukrainian language and literature, 
such as we see at the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and especially in the first half of the nine- 
teenth century, brought together the intellectual

abandoned Its aspirations toward an Independ- 
ence that was no longer feasible in order to re- 
place them by- a realizable political program.

rhe Guild of Cyril and Methodius. They desired 
n democratic and liberal constitution which would 
abolish privileges and classes and everything in 
fact of a nature to debase the people. 
Absolute 


freedom of speech, of thought, nnd of religion 
was to be guaranteed. 
Actually all this practical 


activity was killed at birth. For, In the year 
1847 one of .the students Informed on the leaders 
and denounced them, with the result that they 
were arrested and condemned. 
This repression 


put a stop to any development of political thought 
in die Ukraine, now that the most talented and 
active leaders were reduced to silence. 
When 


they returned from their exile and assumed their 
patriotic task, circumstances, 
such as the sup- 


pression of serfdom In Russia and the ameliora- 
tion of the lot of the peasantry, compelled them 
to labor chiefly for the comfort of the peasants. 
They, were occupied In teaching the agricultural 
classes and In- educational work of various kinds 
as Well 'as In creating a .popular literature, etc. 


In spite of such moderation In thought, the 


Russian government regarded this activity -with 
an unfavorable eye, because at the outset it hated 
any national Ukrainian movement, however mod- 
erate it might be. Moscow held strongly to the 
doctrine of "the unity of the Russian people." ' 
Moreover, It regarded as dangerous any desire 
to establish a separate Ukrainian literature and 
any endeavor to awaken national feeling in this 
unfortunate race. For these several reasons then, 
the activities of the Ukrainians of Kiev were sup- 
pressed, no matter how modest or how politically 
Innocent they might be. 
Any establishments or 


organizations where Ukrainian scientific workers 
congregated were forbidden, and In the spring of 
1870 the celebrated ukase appeared determining 
the fate of the movement for many yours. This 
ukase forbade the publishing in Ukrainian of 
any work other than those of a historical or lit- 
erary nature.

The Ukrainian movement, however, was not to 


be extinguished by such coercive measures. The 
educated classes of the Ukraine fought Inces- 
santly in Russia for the national movement from 
1880 to 1000, nnd endeavored to turn to thleir own 
advantages any possibilities which offered them- 
selves. 
When the movement became no longer 


possible In Russia, it sought an outlet Ibeyond 
the frontier in the territory of Austrian Ukraine.
